government nitrate plants at Sheffield 
and Muscle Shoals, Ala. /

^Dr. r . G. CottrellT director of the 
laboratory, said today the new cata­ 
lyst had been developed under the di­ 
rection of A. T, Larson, in charge of 
the synthetic ammonia process work. 
N itrate plant No. 1, at Sheffield, was 
designed to operate with that pro­ 
cesa, but tests of the plant disclosed 
successful operation was not likely 
until chemical and engineering prob­ 
lem» Involved were more thoroughly 
understood. 
The principal problems center*about 
the catalyst and development of a 
very reactive and st»b& one by the 
laboratory is probably the 
greatest 
single achievement of the institution 
since its inception.

The Utah Senator said he received 
information from’ J. W. Beverly, per- 
sonal counsel tp Harry F*. Sinclair-, 
who was at New Orleans at the time 
with Fall. The Senator denied rumors 
current at the capital that he had been 
in telegraphic rommunk:«tk*n with 
Fall littce Uie former secretary ^an­ 
nounced in December that he had re­ 
ceived a $100,000 loan from Edward B. 
McLean, publisher of The Washington 
frost. 
The Utah senator declared he in­ 
formed Senator Walsh and other mem­ 
bers of the committee the informa­ 
tion he received regarding Doheny’s 
intention to testify about his loan to 
Mr. Fall. Smoot made his public ex­ 
planation today just before
